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A National Lent 


T the beginning of the Lenten season it 
may be profitable for us all to read a 
few choice paragraphs from what is in every 
way a very remarkable article, entitled, “A 
National Lent,’”’ in the Literary Supplement 
of the London Times of last December. It is 
as appropriate for the United States as for 
England. 


Nothing is stranger in the nature of men 
than their willingness to sacrifice their lives 
compared with their unwillingness to sacrifice 
other things. Mr. Lloyd George needs to 
make no appeal for the sacrifice of life; but 
he does need to appeal, through the sacrifice 
of life, for the sacrifice of trifles. : 
Those who offer their lives rid themselves of 
all luxuries and indulgences and elegances at 
a stroke. They pass into another world 
where these things are not. But we at home 
are still in the Old World, and the old habits 
cling tous. For us there is not one great act 
of renunciation, but a number of small ones; 
and there is no Se moment at which 
we must renounce. = 

We may say this in excuse for ourselves, 
in excuse for our whole world of litter and 
trash and joyless pleasures. It has grown up 
round us, and we were born into it. 

Lights and wine, furs and silks, ease and 
swiftness of travel; the quiet deference paid 
to the rich everywhere; the gloss, the high 
finish and delicacy of all their possessions ; 
the smoothness and precision and spacious- 
ness of their homes; all these things make a 
heaven of this world, which even those who are 
outside it admire; and those who are in it grow 
so used to it that, while they seem to pay for 
it, they do not know that it has to be paid for. 

But now, suddenly, every one knows that it 
has to be paid for; and not in the money 
which the rich give so easily, but in the labour 
of those who are not rich. The war has made 
us all aware of that fact, and no one now says 
that luxury is good for trade because it gives 
employment; we all see that it is bad for the 
nation because it wastes labour. 

“Let us proclaim during the war a national 
Lent,” says Mr. Lloyd George. The very word 
Lent means that we are not to proclaim it 
merely so that we may win the war. In the 
time before the war we were aware of a great 
and growing disgust for ourselves—a disgust 
which often showed itself in bitterness towards 


each other. We did everything so uglily; and 
the whole world we had made looked ugly to 
us, like an over-dressed woman. Life seemed 
to us a bad and costly entertainment, and we 
were the critics of it who had a right to some- 
thing better. Now at least we begin to know 
that we ourselves, all of us together, have 
made it bad and costly; that this ugliness is 
our own superfluity of naughtiness; and we 
do not wish to give up now merely so that we 
may have more of what we give up in the 
future. This national Lent which we all de- 
sire must be a Lent of the spirit not of the 
frightened flesh—a purging, not that we may 
exceed again, but that we may have clean 
minds and high desires for ever. 

There is one great lesson which the war may 
teach us; but we can learn it only as a united 
nation and by acting upon it and proving to 
ourselves by action that it is true; and it is 
the lesson that only through austerity can men 
come to joy and beauty. They must refuse, 
if they would attain; and they must refuse not 
from timidity, but from desire. The way to 
all great things is through refusal, and men 
must desire them so that they may refuse all 
lesser things. This truth more than any other 
we had forgotten in our life before the war. 

And all this was because we had not 
the power of refusal because austerity meant 
nothing to us except the’lack of that which 
we wanted; and we wanted all that we could 
get. 

Think what Christmas meant to us before 
the war—Lent then did not exist for us; it 
meant shops crowded and houses littered with 
glittering trash that we bought and gave to 
each other asif we were hypnotized. No one 
wished to buy it, and no one wished to make 
it; yet it was bought as mechanically as it 
was made. We all,no doubt, desired the true 
joy of Christmassthe good ml the mystery 
and beauty; but we could not rise to these 
because we clutched at every gewgaw by the 
way. Think of our restaurant dinners with 
their noisy bands; and then think of the first 
Christmas, the shepherds startled by music in 
the night, the wise men travelling far, and the 
birth that was to change the world, among ‘the 
beasts of the stable. There was a deeper un- 
faith in our manner of celebrating that than any 
disbelief in the story. We had forgotten even 
what the story meant, forgotten the humble 
piercing beauty of it and the truth that all 
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beauty which pierces to the heart is born in 
humility. Our ignorant forefathers knew that 
well enough and had the secret of that beauty; 
they lacked our science and all the trash it 
gives us; but they had the science to build 
churches like heaven and to make hymns that 
angels might sing: 


He came all so still 

There his mother was, 
As dew in April 

That falleth on the grass. 


He came all so still 

To his mother’s bower, 
As dew in April 

That falleth on the flower. 
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He came all so still 
There his mother lay, 
As dew in April 
That falleth on the spray. 

We have lost the power of making songs 
like that—we do not even sing them; and we 
shall not recover the power except through 
austerity, not for the sake of winning the 
war, but for the sake of brotherhood, that 
there may be no more leading into captivity 
in our streets; for the sake of beauty, that it 
may be shared and understood by all; for the 
sake of God, that we may no longer hide the 
light of His countenance from us with our 
own joyless vulgarity.

HE appeal on the cover for funds to sup-

Tue American Board Quarterly News Bulle- 
tin for February 17th has two items of par- 
ticular interest to our readers. 

One item is a word from the Marshall Islands 
that tells of a visit to the missionaries there— 
a visit that has been almost impossible since 
Japan captured the Marshall Islands, because 
the missionaries were German subjects. The 
visitor, Mr. Karl Heine, reporting his visit to 
Mr. and Mrs. Maas, says: ‘‘I received two boxes 
of Bibles and a tin of hymn books from Mr. 
Maas to distribute around this part.’’ These 
are the Society’s Marshall Islands Bibles. 

Another item is a word from Austria to the 
effect that the American Board has given per- 
mission for the four missionaries in Austria 
to return, but they decline to leave the field, 
and report that important work is being done 
notwithstanding the distractions of the war. 
The Society is in co-operation with these mis- 
sionaries in the circulation of the Scriptures.

Tuer following items from Brazil have just 
reached the Bible House: 

“During the last journey I visited Mogy 
Mirim. Although the license fee was a fairly 
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stiff one I decided to pay it; it was about $13, 
and since the city had not been canvassed for 
five years I thought it well to pay this amount 
for the privilege of doing the work. A big 
fiesta was being held at the same time in the 
town, and I no sooner commenced my propa- 
ganda than the local priest, one of a very 
ignorant class, commenced his propaganda 
against the Bible—which hindered my sales 
somewhat. However, I scattered 10 Bibles, 
43 New Testaments and 56 Gospels. Among 
these was an Arabic Testament which I sold 
to. a Syrian woman for her daughter. The 
daughter took it to the priest, who although 
he cannot read a word of that language or- 
dered the book to be burned. The girl re- 
turned home, seized a box of matches, and in 
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a few minutes the Testament was in ashes. 
I have since wondered how many more por- 
tions of God’s Word shared the same fate as 
this. 

“The evangelical churches in the city of Sao 
Paulo are having a united evangelistic cam- 
paign which is to last throughout the week. 
A brother wrote me a day or two ago that 
there is an average attendance nightly of about 
1,000 persons, and among them a number of 
serious inquirers. 

“The work in this part of the country still 
goes steadily on. I noted with pleasure, while 
in Itapira last week, that the Brazilian Apos- 
tolic Catholic Church, which was founded by 
the priest Amorin, encourages the reading and 
propagation of the Bible among its adherents.’’ 


The Story of the Trust Companies 


N interesting volume, recently published, 
is “‘The Story of the Trust Compa- 
nies,’ by Edward Ten Broeck Perine, of the 
firm of Perine & Nichols, Certified Account- 
ants. Mr. Perine traces the history of the 
development of modern trust companies. In 
an appendix he gives a bibliography of value 
to students of such matters. Such a volume 
must be of great use, not only to specialists 
with a full knowledge of the subject but to 
the larger public who are interested in, though 
not minutely conversant with, the details of 
such a development. 
On pages 91-4 we find a reference to the 
Bible Society: 


As illustrating a later and most interesting 
appointment of a trust company to act as 
trustee on behalf of a great benevolent 


society something may here be interpolated. 


regarding the American Bible Society and 
the United States Trust Company. For many 
years previous to 1910 the Society had man- 
aged for itself some millions of dollars’ worth 
of property acquired under the wills of in- 
dividuals, which provided that the income 
should be devoted to the purposes of the 
Society. In that year, by resolution of the 
Board of Managers of the Society, the se- 
curities representing these trusts were turned 
over to the United States Trust Company, 
and that company was also appointed Assist- 
ant Treasurer of the Society. ~When the 
change was made it was in recognition of the 
fact that although the Society, by virtue of its 
charter, was perpetual, the safeguarding and 
administering of its possessions might well 
be left to the discretion of a financial body 


skilled in the intricacies of modern invest- 
ment. The trust thus established was of 
rather a different character from those created 
in the ordinary routine of corporate and in- 
dividual business transactions. It might be 
properly said that it was a trust affecting 
far more than the material side of human 
life. 

The American Bible Society is in this year, 
1916, celebrating the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of its founding. A century of good 
works is behind this organization, which 
has for its object ““the encouragement of a 


- wider -circulation of the Holy Scriptures 


without note orcomment.’’ Since those early 
beginnings the activities of the Society have 
been felt at the uttermost ends of the earth, 
as well as at home, and the Scriptures issued 
since then, either at the Bible House in New 
York City or under the Society’s supervision 
in foreign lands, have totaled over one hun- 
dred million copies. 

Either alone or in collaboration with others, 
this organization has translated the Bible, in 
whole or in part, into not less than one hun- 
dred and seventy-five languages. European 
societies have translated it into some three hun- 
dred more, and it has been stated that ‘‘ ver- 
sions are now available in which seven out of 
every ten human beings may read, or hear at 
least, the full gospel narrative in the words of 
Holy Scripture.” 

This is to be had a glimpse of—how, in the _ 
evolution of trust company affairs, the busi- 
ness side of one of our largest benevolent 
undertakings has come to have its part in a 
sphere where almost every dealing is on the 
side of commerce, finance, or other interests 
in which the prevailing test must needs be 
material gain, not spiritual advancement. 
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“In Prison and Ye Visited Me” 


R. SCHWARTZ, of the Japan Agency, 

has been in the Crouse-Irving Hospital of 
Syracuse, N. Y., undergoing a serious opera- 
tion from which we are happy to report he is 
recovering. Just before the day for his opera- 
tion he wrote concerning the plans he had 
inaugurated before leaving Japan, for minister- 
ing to the prisoners in the part of the Empire 
under hiscare. His words will be most deeply 
appreciated by all the friends of the Society. 


Before we knew of the likelihood of our 
being cut in our appropriations, we began a 
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work which, although begun in a small way, 
opened up so that we were almost compelled 
to go on with it. It is the giving of Scrip- 
tures to the prisoners in our district. 

There are 26,000 of these prisoners, of whom 
only 300 are women. Our first efforts were con- 
fined to a single province, and our plan was to 
give the five-sen edition. But in obtaining per- 
mission from the government such an endless 
amount of red tape was necessary that a re- 
porter discovered us, and published us before 
the country, ascribing a much wider effort 
than we had at first intended. Thus, in various 


ways, we became committed to the whole dis- 
trict. Then after we had obtained permission, 
many of our friends, missionary and others, 
thought we had done such a wonderful thing, 
and that if we failed now we might never again 
get permission. So we decided to go ahead. 
Then everybody urged us not to give the very 
cheap and poor edition (the five-sex edition), 
which would be no credit to us, would be 
treated with contempt by all Buddhist priests 
who might see them as they visited the pris- 
ons, and, most of all, would not be prized by 
the men themselves, as the poor paper and 
small type would make it next to impossible 
for them to read in the dimly-lighted rooms 
in which they were. So we decided to give 
the twenty-five-sez edition, the selling price 
of which is so much greater, although the 
cost price is but about three times as 
much. 

While we were deciding this the cable 
came telling of the cut in appropriations. 
Then Mr. Muraoka, the printer, said he would 
wait on us for the pay; and Mr. Aurell with 
the Advisory Committee undertook to raise a 
part from the Japanese Church, this being a 
splendid plea to go to them and get them to 
contribute toward our work. In fact, before 
we made the appeal small amounts were re- 
ceived daily from individuals—Christian and 
non-Christian—and from churches and Sun- 
day schools; so that I have no doubt 1,000 yex 
or more will be raisedin Japan. I havea set 
of stereopticon views with which I expect, 
when well again, to raise the necessary 
funds. 

If this is the last work I am permitted to 
do for Japan it is probably the greatest work 
I have everdone. The giving of a specially- 
bound Bible to the Emperor does not com- 
pare in importance with the giving of a New 
Testament to each of the 26,000 prisoners 
in our district. It was—‘‘when I was sick 
and in prison’”—and—‘“‘as ye did it to the 
least of these, my brethren, ye did it unto 
me.”? May God bless the work and make it a 
blessing to many! ~ 

One can easily surmise what the picture 
on the next page represents. There is, how- 
ever, special interest in the story which fol- 
lows, and particularly because it comes through 
a Japanese newspaper. This clipping is from

andtwenty-five cases, rising 
tier above tier like a little 
Fujiyama, surmounted by 
the Japanese and American 
flags, has been displayed 
during the last few days 
—the 26,000 New ‘Testa- 
ments, donations to the in- 
mates of jails in the north- 
ern half of Japan. ‘These 
facts, in English and Jap- 
anese, with the date, Christ- 
mas, 1916, were duly pla- 
carded with samples of the 
books themselves, for the 
purpose of taking a pho- 
tograph to send to con- 
tributors both in Japan and 
the homelands. 

In all, the contributions 
thus far received will pro- 
vide only for a few thou- 
sands of the 26,000 re- 
quired. - It is a “charity 
loudly appealing to all imbued with the spirit 
of Him whose mission to earth was the open- 
ing of the prison doors to them that are 
bound, and who illustrated in life and action 
that ‘‘It is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive.”’ 

In all the Testaments there is an explan- 
atory note on the fly-leaf giving the source 
of the benefaction, and a request for acknowl- 
edgment of benefits received. As to those

As the books are now ready to be sent to 
the prisons, contributors are asked to send in 
word to the Acting Agent, K. E. Aurell, Bible 
House, Yokohama, at the earliest convenience, 
stating how many copies they will be respon- 
sible for. The money can be sent any time 
within five months: Y.50 will supply 200 
copies, Y.25 100 copies, and Y.10 forty copies. 


Pictorial Presentation

MONG the many newly-developed plans 

of the Centennial year has been the 

furnishing of each Home Agency with a set of 

beautifully-colored slides, by means of which 

a comprehensive bird’s-eye view of the So- 

ciety’s world-wide work is pictorially pre- 
sented. 

During the summer months it was a pleas- 
ure to visit a number of churches on Long 
Island to acquaint the people with the exten- 
sive threefold work of translation, publica- 
tion and distribution which the Society has 
done and is doing. The audiences were 
sympathetic and evidently appreciated the 
knowledge conveyed by the pictures; being 
deeply interested in the striking facts and 
figures, the urgent needs, and the unprece- 
dented opportunities for Scripture distribution 
work throughout the world. An offering was 
cheerfully made at every lecture save one,

and the amount sent to the treasurer of the 
Long Island Bible Society, in co-operation 
with which the Eastern Agency is laboring 
on Long Island. Formerly the Long Island 
Bible Society carried on its own colportage 
work, but it is now making grants to the 
Eastern Agency for this particular form of 
effort. 

One evening in September was devoted to 
the Jefferson Park Italian Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, in Harlem, whose pastor, the 
Rev. A.M. D. Riggio, is doing excellent 
work for the many thousands of Italians in 
that section of Manhattan. For the past two 
and a half years Mr. Riggio, in addition to 
his pastoral duties, has acted as a colporteur 
of the Eastern Agency of the American Bible 
Society, assisted by his father or brother or 
other workers. During two-and-a-half years’ 
work Mr. Riggio and his assistants have sold 
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25,262 volumes of Italian Scriptures, and 
have received for them $879.46—a remarkable 
and encouraging record, indeed, and repre- 
senting much faithful, energetic effort. This 
excellent work is disarming prejudice, gain- 
ing friends, stimulating thought, and gener- 
ally preparing the way for churches to de- 
velop mission activity among the Italians of 
New York. 

At Mr. Riggio’s request I visited his church 
and participated in the weekly open-air 
preaching service held in Jefferson Park, on 
First Avenue. A four-burner acetylene lamp 
stand, surmounted by a gilded cross in the 
center, attracted a goodly audience which 
listened attentively to the addresses in both 
Italian and English. At the conclusion of 
each open-air service numbers of New Testa- 
ments and portions are usually sold. At the 
conclusion of the service which I attended, the 
audience was invited into the church to hear the 
illustrated lecture on the work of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society through eye-gate and ear- 
gate. The people listened attentively and 
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seemed deeply impressed with the extensive 
work of the Bible Society and Protestant 
churches throughout the world. Special slides 
of Mr. Riggio’s former labors on Long Island 
and of the New York open-air service had 
been made, and when the picture of their 
pastor appeared on the screen there was 
hearty applause and much favorable com- 
ment. It can be safely stated that, as the 
result of Mr. Riggio’s Scripture distribution 
work on Long Island, at least two Italian 
missions—at Corona and at Jamaica—have 
been established; in addition, one or two 
have already been started in Manhattan as the 
outcome of his earnest personal work in tak- 
ing God’s Holy Word to his fellow-country- 
men. 

At the conclusion of the lecture these ear- 
nest Protestant Italians desired to make a 
contribution to the work of the Society, and 
a collection was therefore taken and the 
amount given to the Agency Secretary. 

‘Cast your bread upon the waters, and it 
shall return to you after many days.’’ 


Thumb-nail Sketches 


HE Northwestern Agency, embracing 
the states of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, North 
Dakota, and South Dakota, in all 573,500 
square miles, now reports for the year 1916 
a total circulation of 256,515 copies, which, un- 
der a reduced appropriation, is somewhat less 
than the circulation for the year preceding— 
there having been three reductions in three 
years. It is, therefore, not exactly a record 
circulation, but still a wonderful record under 
the circumstances. It is true that single books 
of the Bible are as usual a large proportion 
of the books sold; but they are none the less 
exceedingly valuable. These are in fifty-four 
languages outside of English, ranging from 
Arabic, Armenian and Syriac, down to Welsh, 
Yiddish and Lithuanian. In fact, here as in 
other Agencies, the list of books suggests 
both Babel and Pentecost. 
One striking statement as to the contribu- 
tions to the Society may be singled out in the 


report. 
One Cent in Ten Months 


The average gift of the denomination which 
gives the most money yearly to our Society, 
through official channels, is only one cent per 
member every ten months! :

Advanced Prices 


A very unfavorable condition arose in the 
summer, when prices were advanced about 
forty per cent. This threw our colporteurs 
into despair, and for several months greatly 
reduced their sales, until the people gradually 
accommodated themselves to the new prices. 


Short Munitions 


A second disadvantage has been the fact 
that the shortage of paper has made it impos- 
sible, during the past six months particularly, 
to secure many classes of the cheaper bound 
books for months at atime. One single or- 
der was returned with a notation opposite 
fifty-four books that they could not be fur- 
nished. When it is considered that the vol- 
ume of our business is in these cheaper 
books, it is easy to see that our sales were 
curtailed many thousands of volumes. 


War Shadows 

The lengthened shadows of the European 
war extended to America and fell athwart our 
Bible work. When our stock of German, Po- 
lish, Russian and other European Scriptures 
had been exhausted it was impossible to re- _ 
plenish it. Calls for these Scriptures were 
never so many. Christians in America sought 
to secure the Word of God to send to friends 
and fellow-countrymen across the seas. It 
has been a constant regret that we could not 
nearly supply the demands. 
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Three other paragraphs bring into strong 
contrast the relation of women to the Bible: 


Just the Word and the Spirit 


The following letter was sent to us by the 
superintendent of one of the city missions 
which we supply with Testaments and Gos- 
pels for use in their street meetings. This 
five-cent Testament had evidently been thrown 
away(?) by someone who had received it at 
the street meeting the night before. 


‘““Kinp Sir: Pardon my boldness in writ- 
ing this letter to you, but I wish to inform 
you how much good one of your small Testa- 
ments, that I found on the 
street one Sunday morning, 
did me. I was then a very 
sinful woman, leading a 
bad life—and drank whisky, 
oh, so much. The Sunday 
morning I found one of your 
New Testaments I was in 
an awful fix, because I had 
drunk so much the Satur- 
day night before and, it be- 
ing Sunday, I could not get 
anything to straighten up 
on, and I was on my way 
to the hospital to see a 
doctor. I picked up the 
New Testament which I 
saw lying on the sidewalk 
and carried it home. To 
cut a long story short, every time I looked 
into my trunk or somewhere else for some- 
thing I needed I always had right before my 
eyes this Testament, and something would say 
to my mind—‘ Read this and it will save you.’ 
Well, I gave up my bad life, and as I was a 
poor widow woman I commenced to work to 
make an honest and respectable living. Ialso 
saved my money, as something told me in my 
mind to leave and go where I was not known 
and start life over again. I did, and-came to 
Texas; and soon after my arrival I got ac- 
quainted witha good Christian widower, own- 
ing his own home, and he and I got married. 
I am serving Jesus every day, or trying to, and 
never a day passes but I always read this 
Testament. I keep it right beside my bed so 
I cannot forget to read and study it.” 


Defiant Women March with Open Bible on 
Float 

3 When plans were being made for a monster 

Prosperity Day ”’ street parade in Chicago, 
the Protestant Women’s Protective League 
announced that the principal feature of their 
float would be a woman holding an open 
Bible. The committee sent them word that 
religious issues must not be exploited, and 
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that the float in this form would not be per- 
mitted. This action nettled the women and 
they declared that the woman and the open 
Bible would be in the parade—and it was!

Mrs. D. M. Didriksen 


Since the passing of her husband, more 
than one year ago, Mrs. Didriksen has tried 
to carry on the work as best she can with her 
many other duties. She has had the invalu- 
able aid of the Rev. S. K. Didriksen, her hus- 
band’s brother. Most of her work has been 
done in Minneapolis, but visits have also been 
made to Duluth, Fergus Falls, Wilmar, Moor-

head, Grand Forks, Willinstone, and several 
other places. About 3,000 miles were traveled, 
and 4,500 families visited by her. The Scrip- 
tures were sold in twelve languages, the ma- 
jority being in English and the Scandinavian. 

Mrs. Didriksen writes: ‘‘ I hope the coming 
year the Society will not have to write ‘All 
out of them,’ when their depositories send for 
books. A Testament was given to a Bohe- 
mian woman, in a hospital, who could not un- 
derstand English. At first she shook her 
head and would not take it, as she had never 
seen a Bohemian Testament; but when she 
did take it and found she could read it, she 
clasped it to her breast, as if she thought 
someone would take it from her.”’ 

Bibles and Testaments are always a neces- 
sity for city missions, and especially in the 
slums, where such a meeting as is pictured 
above, at a well-known corner in Chicago, is 
good soil for seed sowing. 


Prize for Memory Chapters 


Last year the North Dakota Sunday School 
Association, to stimulate the committing to 
memory of Bible verses, offered a free trip to 
the annual meeting of the Association at Dev- 
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ils Lake to those boys and girls who would 
commit to memory twenty-five selected chap- 
ters. Many boys and girls entered the con- 
test, and several announced that they would 
be present and submit to the test. Only one 
boy did so. He was Arthur Cram, of Ren- 
ville township. Arthur is fifteen years old, 
healthy and active, a lover of clean sports, 
who enjoys quiet evenings reading, writing, 
drawing and solving puzzles. He is aregular 
attendant at the Renville Methodist Church. 
He was interested from the first in the propo- 
sition of learning the twenty-five chapters, 
and did not allow his zeal to cool, but kept at 
his task daily, though attending school during 
the winter. When spring came he had to be in 
the field from early till late, but he determined 
not to be defeated ; so, taking a chapter at a 
time with him to the field, he committed seven 
chapters while— 


Riding the Plow 
and reviewed all the chapters in the same way. 
This boy had never been farther from home 
than the nearby town until last June, when he 
took his first-remembered ride on a train, en 
route to the convention at Devils Lake. 

The report shows 5 ordained colporteurs 
and 7 unordained, together with one Bible- 
woman and 47 correspondents who co- 
operate in the distribution, making a total of 
60 persons who have served as distributers. 
These have spent 3,945 days in the work, 
traveled 23,019 miles, visiting 332 towns and 
villages and 62,939 families, finding 1,687 of 
these families without Bibles. The reports 
of these colporteurs and distributers are con- 
densed in Dr. Kirkbride’s report. One of 
the colporteurs reports traveling 6,247 miles, 
having distributed nearly 25,000 copies in 
27 languages in 11 states. The round of 
duty for a colporteur may seem monoto- 
nous from the outside—but not from the in- 
side, as a glance at these reports will show. 
One, for example, was recently arrested, al- 
though the chief of police had given him per- 
mission to put up his stand on the street. 
Someone had objected and the chief withdrew 
his permission. After some little difficulty, 
and with the aid of the ministers, he was 
released and went on with his work. 

Here is a story from another one, in a 
different region: 


Colporteurs Avoid Controversy 
Few people are so open to attacks in this, 
as in other ways, as the Bible colporteur. 
The book he carries with him seems to many 
like a coat of armor, or as something that (to 
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them) is a challenge to a combat. This was 
particularly true of the Mormons of Utah; 
but I always try and represent myself as an 
ambassador of the Prince of Peace, and now 
find no difficulty in avoiding arguments. 


Selling to Factory Hands 
Battle Creek has a great many factories, 
and consequently has a large working class— 
a class that always needs our special care. I 
meet them in their homes, on the streets and 
in the factories. I sell to the grimy-faced work- 
men at the noon hour and in the evening as 
they march out in file from the shops, and 
also when they pause for a moment to regis- 
ter their time onthe time-clock. I take advan- 
tage of the pause to draw their attention to 
the book that above all others offers the most 
for time andeternity. I meta bunch of them 
a few days ago at the noon hour. They left 
their dinner pails to look at my Bibles, and 
as they surprised me in the interest they 
showed, I asked them if Billy Sunday had 
beenthere. One replied, ‘“‘ No, but God has.” 

Those four words explained it all. 


And still another: 


Testaments for Soldiers 

Between four and five thousand Testaments 
were distributed among the soldiers at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison just before they left for 
the Mexican border. ‘The Church Federation 
was instrumental in doing this work and fur- 
nished automobiles in which to distribute the 
books. We were permitted to drive all over 
the camp and the men rushed to the cars for 
a book. They were delighted. One colonel 
said: ‘“‘Well, boys, we have had a lot of nice 
things done for us since we have been in 
camp, but this excels them all.”’ 

Have done work at Terre Haute, Rising 
Sun, Broad Ripple, Milan, at Fort Benjamin 
Harrison and at Oakland, Ill. Have fur- 


“nished the Scripture in six different languages, 


traveled 1,043 miles and made approximately 
8,200 visits. 

The Centennial Celebration has made its 
impression in the Agency as in the country 
at large. 

Dr. Kirkbride reports: 

All denominations, great cities, small ham- 
lets, universities, preparatory schools, cosmo- 
politan gatherings in city temples and ‘‘two or 
three’’ in cross-roads schoolhouses celebrated 
the one hundred useful years of the Bible 
Society. 

Fifteen or more eminent leaders in church 
and state were among the speakers at these 
meetings, including Mr. Bryan, Mr. Fair- 
banks, Bishop McDowell, Dr. Shailer Mathews, . 
and Dr. Haven. © 


A New House and a New Boat 


t HE Centennial year of the Society, 1916, 
has been the most prosperous year of 
all for our Agency, full of activity and great 


changes.’’ So Mr. Hayter begins his annual 
report, and follows it with an interesting ré- 
sumé of the Panama Congress, the visit of 
Mr. Wood and Dr. Fox, the laying of the 
corner stone of the new Bible House—which 
is now completed and in use. 

The Bible Society boat pictured above should 
be in Cristobal when this isread. Built high in 
front with covered deck, and 35 feet long, it can 
go ten miles out into the open harbor, even in 
rough weather, to meet the steamers using the 
Canal. The cabin affords room and protection 
for an ample supply of Scriptures in many lan- 
guages for distribution among the travelers 
from many lands who will be passing con- 
stantly. 

The Centennial meetings of the Society were 
held in many places through Central America— 
Guatemala City and Balboa Heights having the 
largest meetings—and, besides these, also in 
Quezaltenango, Huehuetenango, Coban, Chi- 
quimula, and other places, allin Guatemala. In 
San Salvador, Honduras and Nicaragua large 
audiences were gathered, offerings were made 
and the history of the Society was explained. 


The New Bible House in Operation 


We are now established in this new build- 
ing. It is finished, furnished and occupied. 
On the first floor are the offices, salesroom, 
laundry, storerooms and janitor’s quarters. 
The salesroom has already Bibles and Testa- 
ments in a variety of languages. It is a 
curiosity to many to see the Bible in so many 
languages. Mr. Cole speaks of this in his re- 


port, so I will not say any more about it here. 
He and his family occupy the second floor on 
one side and the missionary quarters are on 
the other. They have been very much appre- 
ciated by the missionaries and others who 
have been able to use them. Some important 
persons have already been our guests. One, 
a Methodist and large donor to Methodist 
work, said he felt ashamed that he had never 
donated to the work of the Bible Society; but 
we feel sure that he will in the future. The 
Bible House calls attention to the Word of 
God. We have placed under the electric lamp 
at the corner of our lot (which enables it to 
be seen day and night) a board with the fol- 
lowing inscription:

The two daily papers have published flat- 
tering articles on our exhibit of books. 


The High-water Mark of Our Circulation for 
the Agency 

Fitty per cent increase, and more, has been 
made in the Agency for the Centennial year 
above last year, which was our previous 
“bumper” year. Our entire circulation has 
been 68,441 books, of which 43,931 were put 
in the hands of the people by our own men. 
To do this, these men traveled 32,533 miles, 
and visited 1,267 towns and villages; 3,750 
days of service were employed to accomplish 
this magnificent result. 

It will be interesting to many to see the re- 
sults of each man’s work. Carlos Kramer, a 
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comparatively new man, comes first, with over 
4,500 books. He has a German father and 
native mother, was born in Guatemala, and 
is of the Presbyterian Mission. He and 
Mr. Hockings, his superintendent, together 
with Emeterio Bonilla, have traveled 3,200 
miles over the rough mountain roads and 
the rivers of Salvadorand Honduras. This has 
meant much self-denial and hardship, with 
literally no place to lay their heads. It would 
be an interesting volume could we relate all 
their experiences, but something of this will be 
done under the Honduras and Salvador report. 

We can make room for only a few extracts 
from the adventures, trials and triumphs of 
the faithful colporteurs: 

Guatemala 

During the year Srs. Roman Hernandez, 
Herminio and Pedro Ortiz, uncle and two 
brothers, respectively, have been employed 
all the year in constant service. At the be- 
ginning of the year we decided to divide the 
territory up between the three. This became 
necessary, aS Herminio Ortiz had just been 
married and Pedro was about to take the 
same step. Herminio was sent to Quezalte- 
nango, the second largest city of the country, 
center of the Presbyterian Mission and key to 
the whole northwestern part of the republic. 
He has circulated 3,815 books, mostly by 
sales, traveled 2,380 miles and visited 196 
towns and villages. The other brother, Pe- 
dro, was settled at Jalapa, a large town in 
the center of the northeastern portion of the 
country. Many of the towns and villages 
of this part had not been worked much, and 
he therefore took charge of a very needy dis- 
trict. Sr. Pedro Ortiz has circulated 3,106 
books, has visited 178 towns and villages and 
traveled 3,060 miles on mule back, and over 
one of the most difficult sections of our field. 

Roman Hernandez, our old and faithful col- 
porteur of twelve years’ standing, has made 
his center for some time at Antigua, the old 
capital of Guatemala, and is responsible for 
the central district of the republic. Itis only 
nine leagues from the present capital. He 
has been sick some of the time, besides having 
his wife ill, too. Yet he has circulated 3,476 
books, visited 178 towns and villages and trav- 
eled on mule back 2,150 miles during the year. 

Hundreds of meetings have been held by 
these men, and many thousands of people have 
heard the gospel for the first time through 
them. They relate many conversations, es- 
pecially in farms and out-of-the-way places. 

Salvador and Honduras 

These two republics have been under the 
superintendence of Mr. Alfred Hockings, who 
has associated with him Srs. Carlos Kramer 
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and Emeterio Bonilla. The three have trav- 
ersed the two countries from end to end. 
As already stated above, Sr. Carlos Kramer 
has sold the greatest number of books of any 
in our Agency. The work of these men is 
even more needed here than in Guatemala, for 
there are fewer missionaries. In Salvador and 
Honduras, with a population of two anda half 
millions of people, and fifty-three and a half 
thousand square miles, there are only ¢welve 
mtsstonartes, but four of whom are men. How 
long will these countries have to wait, if they 
wait for the mission boards? Thank God, our 
men have got to nearly every town and village 
with the Word of God—which is the power of 
God unto salvation 

A small pamphlet recently published by the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society of 
New York gives the following, under the 
caption “‘ Preparation Work’’: 

“The American Bible Society and the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society have prepared 
the way for missionary work. These 
Agencies do not organize missionary work 
and churches, but their colporteurs go from 
place to place selling portions of the Scrip- 
tures and telling something of the gospel. 
Evangelical believers have been developed 
throughout the republics, so that in many 
places there are little bands of people hungrily 
awaiting a shepherd of souls.”’ 

The whole southern half of Salvador, 
with 500,000 souls, has not a single mission- 
ary, yet it has been made ready by the col- 
porteurs. People are clamoring for someone 
to go to them. Last year our men repeated- 
ly visited this section. Thousands of books 
have been sold and donated there, and many 
open-air meetings have been held. Mr. Hock- 
ings says that not only were they well re- 
ceived, but literally besieged for the books. 
Hundreds would have compelled them to re- 
main by force to preach to them. 


Nicaragua 

During the year not less than 12,560 books 
have been put into the hands of the Nicara- 
guans, nearly all by the special efforts of two 
devoted missionaries. 

Nicaragua is the largest republic of Cen- 
tral America—although not so populous as 
Salvador and Guatemala. The United States 
has just secured perpetual and exclusive 
rights to the great Fonseca Bay, as well as to 
the great canal route through Nicaragua. 


Costa Rica 
This, the smallest of our sections in respect 
to population, had been until May under the 
superintendence of Mr. Dufey ; but on account 
of his getting sick we had to remove him and 
send Mr. Williams in his place. 
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The total circulation for the year was 9,713 
books, valued at $686.83 (catalogue price), 
for which we received the sum of $420, show- 
ing a discount of more than fifty per cent. 

Costa Rica has been well worked by our 
men, and so when Mr. Cocking had to go on 
vacation from Colombia it was necessary to 
take Mr. Williams and send him to Colombia. 
This has left Costa Rica, meanwhile, without 
anyone—except a few who we hope will give 
voluntary help for the Society. Anyway, even 
if it rests for a year it will be allright. There 
are still books at several centers in the country. 

During the early part of the year Mr. Cole 
made a visit to Costa Rica and did something 
to encourage the men. Juan Lopez and Noé 
de Cordero, as well as the Rev. Ezequias 
Madrigal and Mr. Shultz, also on the line, 
have all done something to help forward the 
work. 

Colombia 

This is an extensive country, rich in min- 
erals, emeralds and other precious posses- 
sions. It has a future in agriculture impos- 
sible to estimate. In size it is twice as large 
as the greatest state of the United States, and 
one and one-half times larger than the whole 
of Central America, having a population more 
than that of Central America and the Canal 
Zone put together. For over five years Mr. 
William Cocking has been our sub-Agent 
there; besides being two years before in 
Spanish Honduras, a country in many re- 
spects like Colombia as regards getting about, 
although a babe in comparison to size. No 
man has roughed it more, none has stuck to 
his task in a more determined manner, or 
shown greater consecration to our work, and 
few have handled men and books in a wiser 
and more economical way. After seven years 
of conscientious, self-denying and strenuous 
labor, he needed a rest and change. Our old 
and tried worker, Mr. Williams, has been 
moved to Colombia to carry forward the work 
there, and is now settled in the capital, Bo- 
gota, 1,000 miles from the coast, 8,500 feet up 
in the air, and somewhere near the equator. 

During the year some 7,675 books have 
been circulated in Colombia by Mr. Cocking 
and the others. 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE tenth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and first year was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
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York, Thursday, February 1, 1917, at 3.30 p.m., 
President James Wood in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. H.C. Tucker, the Society’s Agent for 
Brazil, who read the one hundred and thirty- 
eighth Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 
The death of Vice-President Francis J. 
Lamb, of Wisconsin, was announced, and a 
memorial minute in regard to Mr. Lamb’s life 
and services was read and adopted by a 
unanimous rising vote, as follows: 


Francis Jones Lamb, Vice-President of the American 
Bible Society, died at his home in Madison, Wis., on 
the 23rd of January, 1916. Mr. Lamb was born at 
Canandaigua, N. Y., in 1825. His life until he was 
twenty-one was spent on the farm—at a time when 
Canandaigua was on the frontier, soto speak. His 
earliest recollection of that part of New York was ofa 
country of big timber with a few scattered clearings. 
As a youth he worked at clearing land, splitting rails, 
and otherwise doing his share toward improving the 
farm ; this undoubtedly gave him the physical constitu- 
tion which carried his life into the last decade of a 
century. Mr. Lamb chose the law as his profession 
in life, and practiced several years at Canandaigua, 
until he decided in 1857 to remove to Wisconsin, 
where his parents had been settled for some ten years. 
He became well known asa lawyer in that state. He 
was a member of the First Congregational Church 
at Madison, of which he was trustee and a deacon for 
nearly half a century. He was alsoa member ofthe _ 
Wisconsin Congregational Home Missionary Society, » 
and a trustee of Ripon College. In addition he was a 
member of the State Board of Education, and is 
remembered as deeply interested in all matters per- 
taining to the community, asa lawyer of ability and 
scholarship, as sound in counsel, safe and conservative 
always, and effective in prosecuting evil-doers or 
defending clients. In 1908 Mr. Lamb was elected 
Vice-President of the American Bible Society. He 
always took a deep interest in the affairs of the 
Society, being a lover of the Bible, and was deeply 
grieved at a tendency visible in many quarters to 
slight Bible study, which to him was a necessary 
source of strength. In the library of the American 
Bible Society is a book written by Mr. Lamb on 
““ Miracles,’’ the testimony for-the truth of the Bible 
record being studied from the legal standpoint. Mr. 


Lamb was also a frequent contributor to the #id/io- 
theca Sacra. 


Mr. Lamb had finished well the work assigned to 
him by his divine Master, and it seemed fitting that 
this Christian citizen should go home to his Father’s 


house upon a Sunday, shortly before the time for the 
vespers prayer. 


A grant of Scriptures valued at $2,000 was 
made to the American Sunday School Union 
for the fiscal year 1917. 

The following-named gentlemen were elec- 
ted Vice-Presidents of the American Bible 
Society: Gov. Carl E. Milliken, of Maine; the 
Hon. Robert H. Gardiner, of Maine; Judge H. 
Wade Rogers, of Connecticut; and Dr. George 
Wharton Pepper, of Pennsylvania. 

An appropriation of $5,000 was made*for 
alterations in the Bible House building, 
chiefly to conform with the requirements of 
the fire department in regard to greater 
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safety for the staircases and larger provision 
for escape from the upper floor in case of fire. 

The Virginia Bible Society having express- 
ed sympathy with the American Bible So- 
ciety in the financial stringencies of the time, 
and having asked that definite plans for 
increasing the available funds of the Society 
be communicated:to the Virginia Society, the 
Secretaries were requested to. express the 
thanks of the Board of Managers to the 
Virginia Bible Society, with indication of 
plans which might be adopted. 

A letter was received from Mr. William H. 
Spencer, amember of the Board of Managers, 
who has been for some time in South 
America. This letter conveyed assurances 
of the valuable work which the Society is 
accomplishing in the South American re- 
publics. 

Consignments to Foreign Agencies in 
January were reported by the Secretaries 
as follows: 

Central America, 11,155 volumes, valued at 
$479.70; to Korea, 50 volumes, valued at 
$11.74; to La Plata, 11,335 volumes, valued 
at $3,070.45; to Mexico, 2 volumes, valued at 
$6.84. Total, 22,542 volumes, valued at 
$3,568.73.
